(2 ) No person shall possess or use liquefied 
petroleum gas filled in cylinders or in bulk form 
unless he has received supply thereof from a dis 
tributor or from an Oil Company.

or a person authorised by the Central Government 
or a State Government and notified by the Central 
Government may , with view to ensuring compliance 
with the provisions of this Order, for the purpose 
of satisfying himself that this Order or any Order 
made thereunder has been complied with :

No person shall store or use or cause to be 
stored or used a cylinder filled with liquefied pe 
troleum gas except in a cool, dry , well-ventilated 
and accessible place under cover , away from boilers , 
open flames , steam pipes or any potential source 
of heat. 


( 3 ) No person , other than a consumer, shall 
remove a seal prior to use of the cylinder to which 
it is put at the place of its use , provided that a 
distributor or an Oil Company or their authorised 
representative may, if he finds any cylinder to be 
leaking, open such seal. 


( b ) enter or search any place with such 
aid or assistance as may be necessary ; 

(c ) seize and remove, with such aid or as 
sistance as may be necessary , the entire quan 
tity of any stock of liquefied petroleum gas 
in cylinders , cylinder valves and pressure regu 
lators, along with the vehicles , vessels or any 
other conveyances used in carrying such stock 
if he has reasons to suspect that any provision 
of this Order has been or is being or is about 
to be, contravened in respect of such stock and 
thereafter take or authorise the taking of all 
measures necessary for securing the production 
of the stock of liquefied petroleum gas in 
cylinder , cylinders, gas cylinder valves, pressure 
regulators, vehicles , vessels or other convey .

3. Power to declare areas to be disturbed areas. 
If, in relation to the State of Jammu and Kashmir , 
the Governor of that State or the Central Govern 
ment, is of opinion that the whole or any part of the 
State is in such a disturbed and dangerous condition 
that the use of armed forces in aid of the civil power 
is necessary to prevent 

( a ) activities involving terrorist acts directed 
towards overawing the Government as by law 
established or striking terror in the people or any 
section of the people or alienating any section of 
the people or adversely affecting the harmony 
amongst different sections of the people ; 

(b ) activities directed towards disclaiming , 
questioning or disrupting the sovereignty and ter

- 4. Special powers of the Armed Forces. — Any 
commissioned officer, warrant officer , non - com 
missioned officer or any other person of equivalent 
rank in the armed forces may, in a disturbed area , - 

(a ) if he is of opinion that it is necessary so to 
do for the maintenance of public order , after 
giving such due warning as he may consider. ne 
cessary , fire upon or otherwise use force , even to 
the causing of death , against any person who is 
acting in contravention of any law or order for the 
time being in force in the disturbed area prohibit 
ing the assembly of five or more persons or the 
carrying of weapons or of things capable of being 
used as weapons or of fire-arms, ammunition or 
explosive substances ; 

(6 ) if he is of opinion that it is necessary so to 
do , destroy any arms dump, prepared or fortified 
position or shelter from which armed attacks are 
made or are likely to be made or are attempted 
to be made, or any structure used as a training 


6. Arrested persons and seized property to be 
made over to the police . -- Any person arrested and 
taken into custody under this Ordinance and every 
property , arm , ammunition or explosive substance 
or any vehicle or vessel seized under this Ordinance , 
shall be made over to the officer - in - charge of the 
nearest police station with the least possible delay , 
together with a report of the circumstances occasion 
ing the arrest, or as the case may be , occasioning 
the seizure of such property , arm , ammunition or 
explosive substance or any vehicle or vessel as the 
case may be . 

7. Protection of persons acting in good faith under 
this Ordinance. --No prosecution , suit or other 
legal proceeding shall be instituted , except with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government, 
against any person in respect of anything done or 
purported to be done in exercise of the powers con 
ferred by this Ordinance . 
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
